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1.2 INSTALLATION 
1.2.1 HEAT DISSIPATION

1.2.3 NOTES ON HANDLING 

(1 ) WHEN TAKING UNIT OUT OF A PACKING CASE 
When taking the unit out of a packing case, do not grasp 
the upper part of the unit. If you take the unit out while 
grasping the upper part, the LCD PANEL may be damaged 
because of a pressure. Instead of grasping the upper part, 
put your hands on the lower backside or sides of the unit.

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1.3 HANDLING LCD PANEL 

1 .3.1 PRECAUTIONS FOR TRANSPORTATION 

When transporting the unit, pressure exerted on the internal LCD 
panel due to improper handling (such as tossing and dropping) 
may cause damages even when the unit is carefully packed. To 
prevent accidents from occurring during transportation, pay 
careful attention before delivery, such as through explaining the 
handling instructions to transporters. 

Ensure that the following requirements are met during 
transportation, as the LCD panel of this unit is made of glass and 
therefore fragile: 

(1 ) USE A SPECIAL PACKING CASE FOR THE LCD PANEL 
When transporting the LCD panel of the unit, use a special 
packing case (packing materials). A special packing case 
is used when a LCD panel is supplied as a service spare 
part. 

(2) ATTACH PROTECTION SHEET TO THE FRONT 
Since the front (display part) of the panel is vulnerable, 
attach the protection sheet to the front of the LCD panel 
before transportation. Protection sheet is used when a LCD 
panel is supplied as a service spare part. 

(3) AVOID VIBRATIONS AND IMPACTS 

The unit may be broken if it is toppled sideways even when 
properly packed. Continuous vibration may shift the gap of 
the panel, and the unit may not be able to display images 
properly. Ensure that the unit is carried by at least 2 
persons and pay careful attention not to exert any vibration 
or impact on it. 

(4) DO NOT PLACE EQUIPMENT HORIZONTALLY 
Ensure that it is placed upright and not horizontally during 
transportation and storage as the LCD panel is very 
vulnerable to lateral impacts and may break. During 
transportation, ensure that the unit is loaded along the 
traveling direction of the vehicle, and avoid stacking them 
on one another. For storage, ensure that they are stacked 
in 2 layers or less even when placed upright. 


1.3.2 OPTICAL FILTER (ON THE FRONT OF THE LCD PANEL) 

(1) Avoid placing the unit under direct sunlight over a 
prolonged period of time. This may cause the optical filter 
to deteriorate in quality and COLOUR. 

(2) Clean the filter surface by wiping it softly and lightly with a 
soft and lightly fuzz cloth (such as outing flannel). 

(3) Do not use solvents such as benzene or thinner to wipe the 
filter surface. This may cause the filter to deteriorate in 
quality or the coating on the surface to come off. When 
cleaning the filter, usually use the neutral detergent diluted 
with water.

This unit uses the flat type panel LCD (Liquid Crystal Display) panel that occupies as little space as possible, instead of the 
conventional CRT (Cathode Ray Tube), as a display unit. 

Since the unit has the two polarizing filter that are at right angles to each other, the unit adopts "normally black" mode, where light 
does not pass through the polarizing filter and the screen is black when no voltage is applied to the liquid crystals.

2.3.1. 2 PIXEL FAULT 

There are three pixel faults - bright fault , dark fault and flicker fault - that are respectively defined as follows. 

■ BRIGHT FAULT 

In this pixel fault, a cell that should not light originally is lighting on and off. 

For checking this pixel fault, input ALL BLACK SCREEN and find out the cell that is lighting on and off. 

■ DARK FAULT 

In this pixel fault, a cell that should light originally is not lighting or lighting with the brightness twice as brighter as originally lighting. 
For checking this pixel fault, input 100% of each R/G/B colour and find out the cell that is not lighting. 

■ FLICKER FAULT 

In the pixel fault, a cell that should light originally or not light originally is flashing on and off. 

For checking this pixel fault, input ALL BLACK SCREEN signal or 100% of each RGB colour and find out the cell that is flashing on 
and off.

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3.3 REPLACEMENT OF CHIP COMPONENT 

3.3.1 CAUTIONS 

(1 ) Avoid heating for more than 3 seconds. 

(2) Do not rub the electrodes and the resist parts of the pattern. 

(3) When removing a chip part, melt the solder adequately. 

(4) Do not reuse a chip part after removing it. 

3.3.2 SOLDERING IRON 

(1) Use a high insulation soldering iron with a thin pointed end of it. 

(2) A 30w soldering iron is recommended for easily removing parts.

Whereto install

Follow Step 1 to 7 to set up your TV: 

Step 1: Checking the accessories supplied 

• Remote control unit x 1 

• AA/R6 battery x 2 

• AC adapter x 1 

• Power cord x 1 

Step 2: Inserting batteries 

• Remove the battery cover located on the back of the remote control by gently pulling upwards 
from the indicated part. 

• Insert two AA/R6 dry cell or equivalent type of batteries inside. 

• Replace the battery cover. 



NOTE: Remove the batteries from remote control when it is not to be used for a long 
period. Otherwise it can be damaged due to any leakage of battery.

Note: If the TV does not go into the initial settings mode 
this is because your TV has already been turned on for 
the first time. (Perform the initial settings with “INSTALLA- 
TION" (see page 25) in the DTV menu and ‘AUTO STORE " 
(Analogue) (see page 32) in the PROGRAM menu.) 

Because this is the first time that IDTV has 
been used, there are no channels stored in 
the memory and below information will be 
displayed on the screen. 

1 . Press the [OK] button to start the auto- 
matic search.

The IDTV will automatically tune to the UHF 
transmission channels 21 to 68 looking for 
digital terrestrial TV broadcasts and display- 
ing the names of channels found. This pro- 
cess will take about five minutes. To cancel 
searching, you can press MENU button at 
any time during the process. 

HINT: Depending on the reception conditions in your par- 
ticular area, you may find that the list of channels found 
includes one or more repeated names. This is because the 
receiver may detect and store some channels, including 
those it cannot receive clearly, from adjacent areas along- 
side the strong channels from a transmitter nearby. This is 
not a problem and the weaker channels can be deleted 
from the receiver later, as described in - Edit PR List on 
page 23. 

2. When the automatic search has fin- 
ished, the EDIT PR LIST menu appears.

To cancel APS before starting, press BLUE 
button. 
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First of all choose the “Language” which the 
menus of the analogue part of the TV will ap- 
pear.

By pressing the “A” or 
button, come to the “Country” item and 
select the country. This will affect the sort 
process in APS. Press RED button to start

After APS is finalized, a programme list will 
appear on the screen.

Direct REC: 

You can easily record to VCR the images 
that you are watching on the TV. For details, 
read the manual for your VCR. Use your 
VCR controls you can not carry out Direct 
REC using your TV control. 

When the VCR is not ready (For example 
when there is no tape inserted), “NO RE- 
CORDING” is displayed. 
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When you press the following buttons ((!) / 1, 
(ID, TV / DTV, ZOOM, @B), ©, AV, MENU, 

SUBTITLE, GUIDE, 3, BACK, Pv/PA, 

number buttons) during recording, a mes- 
sage appears asking if you want to stop 
recording or not. Press OK button to stop 
recording or BLUE button to continue re- 
cording. 

Do not turn the TV off in the following 
cases:

Programme Selection (direct access): 

Press digit buttons on the remote control to 
select programmes between 0 and 9. TV 
will switch to the selected programme. To 
select programmes between 10-99, press 
the digit buttons consecutively which 
programme you want to select (eg. for 
programme 27, first press 2 and then 7). 
When it is late to press second digit button 
only the first digit programme will be dis- 
played. The limit of the delay time is 3 sec- 
onds. 
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Example: PR6 — ► press 6, PR12 — ► press 1 
and 2. 

Press directly the programme number to 
reselect single digit programmes. 

Hint : The channel list numbers are assigned by the 
broadcasters. Because not all channels are broadcast 
free-to-air and stored by the receiver, the channel list 
numbers do not run continuously. The fifteenth channel in 
the list, for example, may not be channel number 15 but 
channel number 17. 

Hint: If you enter a number which does not correspond to 
a stored channel, the next valid channel number is se- 
lected instead. If you enter a number greater than the 
highest numbered channel in the channel list, the IDTV 
will select the last channel in the list. 


Operating while watching 
IDTV 

Pressing the TV/DTV button at any time 
while watching television programmes will 
switch the TV set between displaying the 
digital terrestrial television broadcasting and 
its normal analogue broadcasting. 

It is also used to switch to the last watched 
mode (TV or DIGITAL TV) from the EXT 
mode. For example; if a DVD player is con- 
nected with a SCART cable and powered 
on, then the IDTV will automatically switch to 
EXT mode. The IDTV will switch to the last 
watched mode (TV or DIGITAL TV) if DVD 
player is switched off or “TV/DTV” button is 
pressed. 

EVERYDAY OPERATION 

While using the IDTV to the full, there are 
great many buttons to use in different situa- 
tions. Many of the menu screens displayed 
by the IDTV have reminders as to which but- 
ton do what, at the base of the screen. In ad- 
dition, many screens have further help avail- 
able which is displayed when the © button 
is pressed, as prompted at the bottom right 
of the screen. 

OVER AIR DOWNLOAD 

Over Air Download (OAD): To ensure that 
your IDTV always has the most up-to-date 
information. Please ensure that after use it 
is set to its standby mode. At 3AM each day, 


the IDTV automatically searches for any new 
information which may be broadcast and will 
download this to your IDTV automatically. 
This operation will normally take approxi- 
mately 30 seconds. 

If you want to do this, you need to set Auto- 
matic Download to “Enabled” in Receiver 
Upgrade setting. For details see page 23. 

INFORMATION BANNER 

Whenever you change channel, using the 
P\/ / P/\ buttons or the number buttons, 
an information banner is displayed at the 
bottom of the screen. This will remain on the 
screen for approximately three seconds. The 
information banner can also be displayed at 
any time while watching TV by pressing the 

© button on the remote control. Pressing 
the © button again removes the banner.

Hint : Not all channels broadcast the programme 
data. If the name and times of the programme is 
not available then “No Information’’ is displayed 
in the information banner. 

The information banner gives a number of 
facts on the channel selected and the 
programmes on it. The name of the channel 
is displayed, along with its channel list num- 
ber and an indication of the strength of the 
signal received on this tuning channel. 

The name and the start and finish time of 
the programme currently showing on the se- 
lected channel are given, and the current 
time. 

Icons are also displayed in the information 
banner and if this channel is a favourite 
channel.

EPG can display 7 days programme guide, 
but in some areas only current and next 
programme guide is displayed. 

By using EPG, you can select the channel 
and set the reminder for the programme 
which you do not want to miss. 

To display the EPG screen, press the 
GUIDE button while watching Digital terres- 
trial broadcasting. 

You can exit the EPG screen by pressing the 
GUIDE button again or the MENU button.

Timers (DTV Timer Recording) 

By setting the timer, you can record a Digital 
terrestrial broadcasting (DVB-T) programme 
with a VCR connected to EXT-2 while you 
are out. 

• Before using DTV timer recording, the VCR 
and TV must be connected correctly. For 
details, see T-V LINK on page 15. 

• When you have a T-V LINK compatible VCR 
connected to Ext-2, all you need to do is set 
the TV timer settings and the programme 
will be recorded. 

By using “Direct Rec” of the T-V LINK func- 
tion, the Direct Rec commands are sent 
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from the TV to the VCR to automatically start 
and end the recording. It is not necessary to 
set the timer on the VCR. 

• When your VCR is not T-V LINK compatible, 
you also need to set the VCR timer settings 
to match the TV timer settings. 

• The recording may not start and stop at ex- 
actly the right times for some programmes. 
It is recommended that you allow some lee- 
way when setting the recording times. 

• Provided that the days and times are not the 
same, you can set up to ten timer settings. 

• When subtitles are ON, the subtitles dis- 
played with the broadcast will be recorded. 
When you do not want to record the sub- 
titles, you need to turn OFF the subtitles set- 
tings beforehand ( See “Displaying the sub- 
titles” on Page19). 

• During DTV timer recording, you are unable 
to view the DTV menu.

The Digital terrestrial broadcasting (DVB- 
T) software is automatically updated every 
day at 3:00 am. When enabled, the TV 
also searches for new software whenever 
it goes to standby. 

Disable: 

The Digital terrestrial broadcasting (DVB- 
T) software is not automatically updated. 

Manually updating the Digital terrestrial 
broadcasting (DVB-T) information 

Press the “A” / buttons and choose 
Search for New Version, then press the OK 
button. 

The Digital terrestrial broadcasting (DVB-T) 
information is updated. 

In the future, there is a possibility that Re- 
ceiver Update function may also be able to 
be used to update the Digital terrestrial 
broadcating (DVB-T) software and add new 
functions. 

Enter PIN code 

Choose Enter PIN code to change the PIN 
code for the Edit PR List menu’s “Lock”. The 
PIN code factory setting (how it is set when 
you purchase the television) is 0000. 


Choose Edit PR List and press the OK but- 
ton. 

EDIT PR LIST appears. 


The Edit PR List can be used to do the fol- 
lowing: 

• delete registered channels 

• edit channel names. 

• lock channels so that they can not be 
watched by children. 

• set Favourites so that you can easily choose 
from only the channels you often watch. 
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• Sometimes you may notice a drop in picture 
quality while watching your programme in 
the quarter-screen. This is not a fault. 

• When the BACK button is pressed, the previ- 
ous screen is returned to. When the TV/DTV 
or MENU button is pressed, the menu dis- 
appears. 

• When the © (information) button is 
pressed, the help screen appears. When it 
is pressed again, the previous screen is re- 
turned to. 

Here, you can preview any channel stored by 
the receiver before viewing it full screen. The 
complete list of channels is displayed in 
pages of 11 channels at a time, with their 
channel list number and a favourite channel 
icon if appropriate. 

Choosing a channel 

The chosen channel is shown on the quar- 
ter-screen. 

1 . Press the “4” / buttons and choose 
Select on the bar at the bottom of the screen. 

2. Press the “a” / buttons and choose a 
channel, and then press the OK button. 

The picture of the chosen channel is 
shown on the quarter-screen. 

Deleting a channel 

1 . Press the “• 4 ” / buttons and choose 
Delete on the bar at the bottom of the 
screen. 

2. Press the “A” / buttons and choose 
the channel to be deleted, and then press 
the OK button. 

The channel deletion confirmation win- 
dow appears. 

3. Choose Yes and press the OK button. 

The chosen channel is deleted. 

• If you do not want to delete the chosen 
channel, choose NO and press the OK 
button. 

• Perform “Installation” (see page 25) to 
re-register a channel that you have de- 
leted. 


Editing a channel name 

1. Press the “- 4 ” / buttons and choose 
Edit Name on the bar at the bottom of the 
screen. 

2. Press the “A” / buttons and choose 
the channel to be edited, and then press the 
OK button. 

The EDIT window appears. 

3. Press the “A ” / “ ▼ ” buttons and choose 

a character, press the “- 4 ” / buttons to 
move the cursor and edit the name, and 
then press the OK button. 

The edited channel appears in the Edit 
PR List. 

Locking a channel 

When there is a channel you do not want 

your children to watch, you can lock the 

channel. 

1. Press the “- 4 ” / buttons and choose 
Lock on the bar at the bottom of the screen. 

2. Press the “A” / buttons and choose 
the channel to be locked, and then press 
the OK button. 

The Enter PIN code input window ap- 
pears. 



3. Press the number buttons to input to cor- 
rect PIN code. 

If you have not changed the PIN code in 
the CONFIGURATION menu’s “Enter PIN 
Code” (see page 23), input the PIN code 
you chose. 

The lock icon appears next to the channel 
name in the Edit PR List. 

When a locked channel is chosen, the En- 
ter PIN code input window will appear. If 
the correct PIN code is input, the picture 
appears. 

• When you forget the PIN code for the 
“Lock”, you can unlock locked channels by 
performing Automatic Search (see IN- 
STALLATION ). 
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Setting the favourite channels 

If only channels that you often watch are set 
as favourite channels, you can choose from 
just those channels by pressing P\/ / 
P/V 

• After setting the favourite channels, check 
the “Favourite Mode” in “Configuration” (see 
page 22) is set to ON. 

1. Press the “-4” / buttons and choose 
Favourites on the bar at the bottom of the 
screen. 

2. Press the “A” / buttons and choose 
the channel to be registered as a favourite 
channel, and then press the OK button. 

The favourite icon ( ” ) appears on the 
right side of the chosen channel. 


When you leave the Channel List screen, by 
pressing “MENU” the channel showing on 
the quarter screen is selected for normal 
viewing on the whole screen. 

Installation 

Although your TV will not lose its settings or 
stored channels when switched off, you may 
wish to re-install the programs because you 
have moved to a different area with different 
broadcast frequencies, you wish to reinstate 
a channel previously deleted from the chan- 
nel list, or you want to watch new channels 
which have started broadcasting. 

Display the DTV Menu and using the “A” or 
buttons, highlight the Installation line 
and press OK to display the Installation 
Menu. 

The Installation menu appears. 

You can either select Factory Settings, effec- 
tively resetting the receiver to its factory set- 
ting condition, or just search for channels. 



Automatic Search: 


The receiver can search for channels auto- 
matically (searching all the broadcast fre- 
quencies for free-to-air channels). 

To perform Automatic search, Select Auto- 
matic Search with the “A” or buttons 
and press OK. A warning message is dis- 
played.

Manual Search: 

This is for searching for digital channels on 
a single broadcast frequency. The frequency 
channel number (21-68) is entered in the 
box at the top left of the screen and the re- 
ceived signal level and signal quality can be 
observed on the two bar graphs at the bot- 
tom. When OK is pressed, the TV searches 
that frequency and display a list of the chan- 
nels found.

Hint 

The bar graphs of signal quality and signal 
level give a good indication of whether any 
channels are likely to be found. If only the 
signal level graph shows a high value then 
it is likely that an analogue channel occu- 
pies that broadcast frequency. If the signal 
quality bar is high as well then it is a digital 
frequency and digital channels will prob- 
ably be found. 

Again, channels which duplicate those al- 
ready in the channel list are ignored. How- 
ever, the manual channel search will find all 
channels on the broadcast frequency. 

When either search is finished, press the 
MENU key to return to normal broadcast 
viewing, to watch the new digital terrestrial 
television channels found. 

Factory Settings: 

To reset the TV, highlight the Factory Set- 
tings line in the menu and press OK. A 


warning screen is displayed in case of acci- 
dental operation.

Common Interface 

It is required to subscribe to a pay channel 
company to view the pay channels of the 
Digital Terrestrial broadcasting. 

Obtain the Conditional Access Module 
(CAM) and the Viewing card by subscribing 
to a pay channel company, then insert those 
to the Television using the following proce- 
dure. 

1. Switch off the TV and unplug from the 
mains. 

2. Insert the CAM, then Viewing Card to the 
slot that is located in the terminal cover at 
the left-hand side of the TV (from front 
view). 

• The CAM should be correctly inserted, it is 
impossible to insert fully if reversed. The 
CAM or the TV terminal may be damaged if 
the CAM is forcefully inserted. 

3. Connect the TV to the mains supply, 
switch on and then wait for few mo- 
ments until the card is activated. 

• Some CAMs may require the following set 
up. Please set the CAM by entering the DTV 
menu, Common Interface then pressing OK 
button. (CAM set up menu is not displayed 
when it is not required.)

The Sleep Timer is used to turn the TV off 
after a defined period of time after selecting 
this item.

To Store Settings 

• Press “-4" / or “OK” button on Store op- 
tion to store Install menu settings. 
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• After stored, T-V LINK menu will appear. If 
you do not need to do T-V LINK, select Can- 
cel and press or “OK” button to exit the 
menu.

(or EXT), (they are displayed on the upper 
left of the screen). The sound indicator is 
displayed with them too.

By selecting Hyper Sound in sound menu or 
by pressing the w button on your remote 
control, Pseudo/Spatial effect can be turned 
on or off. In Mono transmission the left and 
right channels will be added at left channel 
and dummy stereo effect will introduced to 
end-user. 

In stereo transmission it yields a phase dif- 
ference between left and right channels. 

Mute Indicator 

It is placed in the upper middle of the screen 
when enabled, and it stays there until it is 
disabled. 



To cancel mute, there are two alternatives; 
the first one is by pressing the “$f” button, 
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this volume is set to the preceding value, 
and the second one is increasing or de- 
creasing the volume level. 

No-Signal Detection (TV mode) 

If no valid signal detected, it takes 5 minutes 
to switch to the Stand-By mode unless any 
signal detected or any Remote Control com- 
mand is accessed. 

After a Remote Control command (if No-Sig- 
nal Timer is active) the timer stops and if no 
signal detected again the timer is initialized 
to 5 minutes and starts 3 seconds later 
again to count down. 

It is not valid in EXT modes. 

Volume Bar 

It is displayed in the lower middle of the 
screen. When a volume command is re- 
ceived (pressing +” or “ ^ by Re- 

mote Control or Control panel at the top of 
the TV) and no menu is active, it stays on the 
screen for 3 seconds, after the last volume 
command or until another command is re- 
ceived in between. 



EXT Modes 

By pressing the “AV” button you can switch 
your TV to EXT modes (except being in Tele- 
text). Pressing this button consecutively will 
switch the TV in one of the optional EXT 
modes: EXT-1, EXT-2, EXT-2 S, EXT-3, 
EXT-4, EXT-4 S and PC. 

In order to quit the EXT mode press any digit 
buttons or “P\/” or “P/\” 

Zoom Modes 

Zoom mode can be changed by pressing 
Zoom button. You can change the screen 
size according to the picture aspect ratio. 
Select the optimum one from the following 
ZOOM modes. 


AUTO: 

When a WSS (Wide Screen Signalling) sig- 
nal, which shows the aspect ratio of the pic- 
ture, is included in the broadcast signal or 
the signal from an external device, the TV 
automatically changes the ZOOM mode to 
16:9 ZOOM mode PANORAMIC or FULL 
mode according to the WSS signal. 

• When the AUTO mode does not function cor- 
rectly due to poor WSS signal quality or 
when you want to change the ZOOM mode, 
change to another ZOOM mode manually. 

Using the different screen formats 

Press the ZOOM button to select the different 
modes: Auto, Full, Regular, Panoramic, 14:9 
Zoom, 16:9 Zoom, 16:9 Zoom Subtitle 
modes. In some modes, press “A” or 
button to move the picture up or down. 

Note: You can only choose REGULAR and FULL 
in PC mode.

This uniformly stretches the left and right 
sides of a normal picture (4:3 aspect ratio) 
to fill the wide TV screen.

Analogue Teletext 

Teletext is an information system that dis- 
plays text on your TV screen. Using the Tele- 
text information system you can view a page 
of information on a subject that is available 
in the list of contents (index). 

On screen display is not available in text 
mode. 

Contrast, brightness or colour control is not 
available, but volume control is available in 
text mode. 

To operate Teletext 

• Select a TV station on which Teletext is being 
transmitted. 

• Press (TELETEXT) “ (=) ” button. Usually the 
list of contents (index) is displayed on the 
screen. 
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To select a page of Teletext 

• Press the appropriate digit buttons for the 
required Teletext page number. 

The selected page number is displayed at 
the top left corner of the screen. The Teletext 
page counter searches until the selected 
page number is located, so that the desired 
page is displayed on the screen. 

• Press “P/V button to move the Teletext 
screen forward one page at a time. 

• Press “PV button to move the Teletext 
screen backward one page at a time. 

To Select Index Page 

• To select the page number of the index (gen- 
erally page 100), press “(CD” button. 

Searching for a teletext page 
while watching TV 

• In the Teletext mode pressing “(X)” button 
will switch the screen to the TV mode. In the 
TV mode enter a page number using digit 
buttons. As you enter last digit of page num- 
ber, “(CD” sign will replace the page number 
and flash until the entered page number is 
found. Then the page number will replace 
“(is)” sign again. Now you can display this 
teletext page pressing “(X)” button. 

To Select Double Height Text 

• Press “fD” button for the top half of the in- 
formation page to be displayed in double 
height text. 

• Press “(T)” button again for the bottom half 
of the information page to be displayed in 
double height text. 

• Press “(T)” button once more for the full 
page of normal height text. 

To Reveal “concealed” 
Information 

• Pressing “f?1" button once will reveal an- 
swers on a quiz or games page. 


• Pressing “fol” button again will conceal the 
revealed answers. 

To Stop Automatic Page Change 

The teletext page you have selected may 
contain more information than what is on the 
screen; the rest of the information will be 
displayed after a period of time. 

• Press “££)” button to stop the automatic 
page change. 

• Press “( 2 )” button again to allow the next 
page to be displayed. 

To Select a Subcode Page 

Subcode pages are subsections of long 
Teletext pages that can only be displayed on 
the screen one section at a time. 

• Select the required Teletext page. 

• Press “(0)” button. 

• Select the required subcode page number 
by pressing four digit buttons (e.g. 0001). 

• If the selected subcode page is not displayed 
in a short time, press “(X)” button. TV 
programme will be displayed on the screen. 

• Teletext page number will be displayed on 
the upper left corner of the screen when the 
selected page is found. 

• Press “(X)” button to display the selected 
Teletext page. 

To exit Teletext 

• Press “(=)” button. The screen will switch to 
TV mode. 

Fastext and Toptext 

Your TV supports the 7 page Teletext system. 
When the page number of any of the 7 pages 
in memory is entered, the system will not 
search for the requested page; instead it will 
display the page automatically. 

• Press P/^” button to move the Teletext 
screen forward one page at a time. 

• Press p\y button to move the Teletext 
screen backward one page at a time. 
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For Fastext and Toptext 

The subject-heading for the information may 
have a particular colour. 

• Press an appropriate RED, GREEN, YELLOW 
or BLUE button in order to reach the relevant 
page quickly. 

For TOPTEXT 

If Toptext transmission is present, colour 
coded buttons will appear in status row. 

If Toptext transmission is not present, status 
row will not appear. 

In Toptext mode the “P/\” or “P\/” com- 
mands will request the next or previous 
page respectively. If Toptext transmission is 
not available, in case of operation of these 
commands, wraparound occurs. For ex- 
ample page 100 appears to be one greater 
than page 199. 

Peripheral Equipment 
Connections 

There is a wide range of audio and video 
equipment that can be connected to your TV. 
Connection diagrams at the end of this sec- 
tion show you where the different equipment 
should be connected at the back side of the 
TV. 

Via the Euroconnector 

Your TV set has 2 Euroconnector sockets. If 
you want to connect peripherals (e.g. video, 
decoder, etc.) which have Euroconnectors, 
to your TV, use EXT-1 or EXT -2 input. 

If an external device is connected via Euro- 
connector sockets TV is switched to AV 
mode automatically. In this case if both 
sockets are connected, SCART1 has the 
precedence. 

T-V LINK compatible VCR 

Be sure to connect the T-V LINK compatible 
VCR to the EXT.2 terminal. If not, the T-V 
LINK function will not work properly. 

• When connecting a T-V LINK compatible 
VCR to the EXT.2 terminal, be sure to con- 


nect the decoder to the VCR. If not, the T-V 
LINK function may not work properly. And 
then set the Decoder (EXT-2) function for the 
channel to ON to unscramble a scrambled 
channel. 

RGB mode 

If an equipment can output the RGB signals, 
connect it to the EXT-1 or EXT-2 terminal. 

EXT-2 S Mode 

If the equipment connected to your TV set 
supports S-Video (Y/C) output from Eurocon- 
nector, you can have a better picture quality 
by selecting EXT-2 S mode and connecting 
your equipment to the EXT.2 (EXT-2 S) ter- 
minal of TV. See your equipment’s booklet to 
check if your equipment has such feature. 

Via the RCA jacks 

If you have an equipment (such as a Cam- 
corder) which has the RCA jacks, connect it 
to the EXT -4 terminal with the video and au- 
dio cables. 

If you have a device which outputs compo- 
nent video (Y/Pb/Pr), connect it to the EXT-3 
terminal with a component video cable and 
an audio cable. 

Via the ANT (aerial) socket 

If your equipment does not have an Euro- 
connector or RCA jacks, connect it to the TV 
with an aerial cable. For details, see the 
manual provided with the equipment. 

• To store the test signal that comes from the 
equipment, see “Install Menu” on page 30 
and store it to the program number 0. You 
can watch images from that equipment to 
select the program number which you 
stored the test signal. 

Decoder 

Cable TV offers you a wide choice of 
programmes. Most of them are free, others 
are to be paid for by the viewer. This means 
that you will need to subscribe to the broad- 
casting organisation whose programmes 
you wish to receive. This organisation will

supply you a corresponding decoder unit to 
allow the programmes to be unscrambled. 
For further information ask your dealer. See 
also the booklet supplied with your decoder. 

Connect a decoder with an aerial socket 
to the TV 

• Connect the aerial cable. 

Connect a decoder without an aerial 
socket to the TV 

• Connect the decoder to your TV with a 
eurocable (RCA Jack Cable) to EXTERNAL 
(RCA Jack). When your decoder has a 
Euroconnector / RCA Jack you can obtain 
better picture quality if you connect a 
eurocable (RCA Jack Cable) to EXTERNAL 
(RCA Jack). 

TV and Video Recorder (VCR) 

• Connect the Video Recorder to the ANT (an- 
tenna input) socket of the TV with the aerial 
cable. 

• Connect the Video Recorder to the EXT-1 or 
EXT-2 terminal with the SCART cable, or 
connect it to the EXT-4 terminal with the audio 
and video cables. 

NTSC Playback 

Connect a NTSC video recorder to a termi- 
nal. Then press “AV” button to select the cor- 
responding AV mode. 

NTSC 3.58/4.43 system is detected auto- 
matically in AV mode. 

Camera and Camcorder 

To connect to the EXT-4 terminal 

Connect your camera or camcorder at the 
back side of your TV. 

• Connect your equipment to the TV via VIDEO 
(yellow), AUDIO R (red) and AUDIO L (white) 
inputs. You should connect the jacks to the 
input in the same colour. 


Connect the decoder to the video 
recorder 

Some video recorders have a special euro- 
connector for decoder. 

• Connect a eurocable to the euroconnector of 
your decoder and to the special eurocon- 
nector of your video recorder. See also the 
handbook of your video recorder. 

• To connect your video recorder to the TV, see 
TV and Video Recorder section. 

If you want to connect more equipment to 
your TV, consult your dealer. 

Connecting Headphones 

Use the stereo headphone socket on the 
right side of your TV, to connect head- 
phones. 

Connecting the PC 

Connect PC monitor with 15-pin PC cable to 
the 15-pin connector on the rear of the com- 
puter. For detail installation procedure see 
Installation in PC mode. 

To connect to S-Video input 

Connect your camera or camcorder at the 
back side of your TV. 

• Connect your equipment to the TV via 
S-Video input at the back side by using 
S-Video cables.

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Tips 

Can not turn the TV on? 

Check that TV/VCR/DVD switch is set to TV 
position. 

TV may go to stand-by mode when you turn 
the TV on soon after you turn the TV off. If you 
can turn the TV on again, it is not a problem. 

Can not turn the TV off? 

Check that TV/VCR/DVD switch is set to TV 
position. 

Care of the Screen 

Clean the screen with a slightly damp, soft 
cloth. Do not use abrasive solvents as they 
may damage the TV screen coating layer. 

Colours of image on screen are 
abnormal 

Have you selected the correct TV system? Is 
your TV set or house aerial located too close 
to the loudspeakers, non-earthed audio 
equipment or neon lights, etc. ? 

Mountains or high buildings can cause 
double pictures or ghost images. Some- 
times you can improve the picture quality by 
changing the direction of the aerial. 

Is the picture or Teletext unrecognisable? 
Check if you have entered the correct fre- 
quency. 

The picture quality may degrade when two 
peripherals are connected to the TV at the 
same time. In such a case, disconnect one 
of the peripherals. 

No Image on Display Screen 

Is the aerial connected properly? Are the 
plugs connected tightly to the aerial socket? 
Is the aerial cable damaged? Are suitable 
plugs used to connect the aerial? If you are 
in doubt, consult your dealer. 

No Image means that your TV is not receiv- 
ing any transmission. Have you pressed the 
correct buttons on the remote control? Try 
once more. 


PC Picture 

If no PC picture appears, check that the D- 
SUB cable is connected properly. Check that 
your PC’s resolution set correctly. See 
pages 43 for supported modes. 

Sound 

You can not hear any sound. Did you per- 
haps interrupt the sound, pressing but- 
ton? Are external speakers connected to the 
TV? 

Sound is coming from only one of the 
speakers. Is the balance set to one direction 
extreme? See Sound menu. 

Remote Control 

If your TV no longer responds to the remote 
control, perhaps the batteries are ex- 
hausted. Replace the batteries. 

Have you selected the wrong menu? Press 
“MENU” button to return to normal screen or 
press “BACK” button to return to the previous 
menu. 

No solution 

If the TV suddenly stops responding, discon- 
nect the power cord of the TV from the AC 
outlet. Connect themto the AC outlet again to 
turn on the TV. If the TV returns to a normal 
state, it is not a failure. If this does not work, 
switch off, remove the mains plug and call 
the service personnel; never attempt to re- 
pair it yourself. 

Bad picture (in digital mode) 

Although this TV can receive both Digital ter- 
restrial broadcasting (DVB-T) and Analogue 
terrestrial broadcasting, you may not be able 
to receive DVB-T depending on the area in 
which you live. 

If the picture freezes a lot, or block effect is 
seen frequently on screen, probably there is 
a problem with your reception.
